Elections  Chairman,  Dennis

Hudspeth 
Lauds 
Big  Effort

CORVALLIS  - BYU's  fired-up 
football  team  came  up  with  one 
of  the  most  impressive  perform- 
ances in  history  Saturday  by  stun- 
ning Oregon  State  University  with 
a 31-13  viotwy. 

"It  was  the  greates  effort  we’ve 
. ever  had,”  said  Coach  Tom  Hud- 
speth following  the  game,  "We 
just  kicked  the  tar  out  of  them.” 
10-POINT  UNDERDOGS 

Going  into  the  game,  the  Cou- 
gars were  rated  10-point  under- 
dogs and  there  was  speculation 
that  the  Beavers  would  be  look- 
ing past  this  game  to  next  week’s 
contest  against  second-ranked 
Purdue. 

Before  they  had  time  to  recon- 
sider the  odds,  however,  the  Ore- 
gonians were  a touchdown  behind 
and  their  game  strategy  was  in 
jeopardy. 

Oregon  State  anticipated  BYU’s 
passing  attack— knowing  it  would 
have  to  contain  Phil  OdIe  and 
Casey  Boyelt  on  the  receiving  end 
plus  try  to  get  the  three  "Y” 
quarterbacks  before  they  could 
get  their  passes  off. 

QB's  SUPERB 

The  Beaver’s  plan  failed 
dramatically  as  John  Erdhaus, 
Terry  Sanford  and  Marc  Lyons 
hit  their  targets  almost  at  will, 
completing  22  of  40  passes  for 
316  yards. 

Odie  caught  11  of  those  aerials 
for  124  yards  while  Boyett  had 
seven  receptions  for  154  yards,  in- 
cluding the  biggest  play  of  the 
game— a 68-yard  touchdown  bomb 
from  Erdhaus. 

Hudspeth  gave  much  credit  to 
BYU’s  defensive  unit,  composed 
of  a front  line  of  Dave  Allphin, 
Leo  Presley.  Jerry  Cook,  Joe 
Scanlan.  Dick  Banky  and  Jeff 
Slipp  which  held  OSU’s  potent  run- 
ning attack  to  115  yards— far  short 
of  its  270-yard  average.

Y Student 

Utah’s  1967  233rd  traffic  death 
occurred  Friday. 

Roland  Eugene  Carter,  a 22- 
year-old  BYU  freshman  from  Las 
Vegas,  Nev.,  died  in  Utah  Valley 
Hospital  three  hours  after  the  ac- 
cident. 

Carter  was  southbound  on  U.S. 
Highway  91  at  11  a.m.  in  south 
Orem  when  his  motorcycle  col- 
lided with  an  automobile  driven 
by  Michael  Braun  of  2854  Wash- 
ington Blvd.,  Ogden. 

Braun  was  hospitalized  at  Utah 
Valley  Hospital  with  cuts  and  leg 
and  arm  injuries.  His  condition 
there  is  “satisfactory.” 

Carter  suffered  a skull  fracture, 
severe  cuts  and  bruises  and  mul- 
tiple internal  injuries  from  the 
broadside  collision.  He  died  on 
the  operating  table. 

Carter  was  the  son  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Ellis  C.  Carter,  Las  Vegas. 
He  was  living  at  1060  E.  450  N., 
Apt.  334  in  Provo. 

Authorities  are  still  investigat- 
ing the  BYU  student’s  death.

He  also  offered  the  help  of  the 
chamber  of  commerce  to  stu- 
dent’s who  are  uncertain  of  the 
reputation  of  business  firms  with 
whom  they  are  dealing.

Purses  Make  Easy  Prey 


A woman’s  purse  is  an  age  old  mystery. 
For  generations  men  have  wondered  at  it, 
comedians  have  poked  fun  at  it  and  wo- 
men have  wielded  it.  Practically  a woman’s 
purse  has  a wealth  of  uses. 

To  some  it  is  the  receptacle  and  guardian 
of  all  that  is  of  value  in  life.  For  others  it 
houses  the  raw  materials  of  radiant  beauty. 
To  many  it  is  an  overnight  bag,  a shopping 
bag,  a weapon  or  a shoplifters  tool. 

All  of  these  uses  are  rewarding  and  are 
a reflection  of  the  personality  and  character 
of  the  purse  owner. 

In  another  sense  the  purse  is  serving  as 
a reflection  of  character  and  a source  of  re- 
ward to  people  who  don’t  own  them.  These 
tantalizing  tidbits.  . .waved  about  so  indis- 
criminately. . .so  frequently  left  unattended 
. . .are  proving  useful  as  a source  of  instant 
revenue  to  an  increasing  number  of  oppor- 
tunists. 

Once  considered  the  lowliest  of  thieves, 


the  purse-snatcher  has  become  as  sophisti- 
cated and  cunning  as  the  embezzler.  Per- 
haps his  rewards  aren’t  as  impressive  or 
certain  as  the  embezzler  but  they  are  often 
just  as  costly  in  terms  of  value  to  the  owner. 

One  quick  gi’ab  may  net  him  a few  dol- 
lars or  just  a purse  full  of  papers  but  it 
nearly  always  sets  the  owner  back  a long 
way.  Papers  and  pictures  of  no  apparent 
value  may  be  priceless  to  the  former  owner. 

Think  of  the  poor  coed  about  to  meet  her 
prince  charming  who  discovers  that  some 
cunning  fiend  has  stolen  her  armor  (purse 
full  of  makeup).  Will  she  flee  in  terror  be- 
fore he  sees  her  as  she  is?  Will  she  throw 
caution  to  the  wind  and  face  him  unarmed? 
What  will  she  do?  What  will  you  do.  . .to 
make  sure  you  aren’t  next? 

The  honor  System  works  fine  among 
the  honorable  but  in  some  things  it  may 
leave  you  open  to  the  dishonorable.  If  your 
purse  is  your  treasure  chest  take  care  of  it. 


K May  Help  With  Temple 


The  building  of  a temple  in  Provo  marks 
a significant  step  in  the  growth  of  BYU. 
It  indicates  the  interest  and  service  of  stu- 
dents in  the  temple' work  of  the  Church. 

Without  the  increasing  demand  on  tem- 
ple facilities  by  students,  the  temples  at 
Manti  and  Salt  Lake  could  probably  cope 
with  most  of  the  temple  work  in  this  area. 
However,  with  the  growth  and  stability  of 
the  University  the  decision  was  made  to 
provide  temple  facilities  for  the  Provo  areas. 

Financially  the  burden  of  the  building 
was  passed  on  to  the  residents  of  the  area 
and  no  formal  invitation  has  been  made  for 
student  participation. 

From  the  standpoint  of  reason  this  is 


sound  since  students  will  only  be  able  to 
use  the  facility  for  brief  periods  while  at- 
tending school,  while  the  wards  and  stakes 
of  the  area  will  be  using  it  constantly. 

On  the  other  hand,  students  have  long 
made  use  of  the  nearby  temples  even  though 
they  were  built  long  before  the  University. 
Frequently  the  buildings  have  been  filled 
to  capacity  and  people  of  the  area  have  been 
turned  away. 

Since  the  work  in  the  temples  benefits 
the  whole  church,  participation  in  the  fin- 
ancial burden  of  the  new  building  is  an  in- 
vestment in  the  future  of  the  church  and  all 
who  are  able  should  plan  to  take  part.

IRRESPONSIBLE 

Editor: 

Thursday’s  report  by  the  Stu- 
dent Government  Editor,  concern- 
ing at  least  the  graduate  class 
activities,  was  irresponsible  and 
offensive  at  best. 

His  perspective  only  reveals  his 
ignorance  of  the  situation. 

First,  the  dinner  enjoyed  by  the 
graduate  class  officers  and  their 
wives  (by  the  way,  there  were 
only  two  officers  and  wives,  as 
I am  not  married,  and  did  not 
bring  anyone  to  the  dinner  ex- 
cept the  class  secretary)  was  al- 
so enjoyed  by  the  graduate  dean 
and  his  staff  and  the  guest  who 
was  to  speak  at  the  graduate  class 
meeting  held  just  after  the  din- 
ner. 

Mr.  Musick  probably  didn’t  at- 
tend the  meeting,  because  if  he 
had,  he  would  have  realized  the 
circumstances  and  that  the  cour- 
tesy of  a banquet  is  usually  ex- 
tended to  a guest  speaker  from 
out  of  state.  Dean  Lloyd  felt  it 
might  be  nice  if  the  Graduate 
Officers  were  along  to  the  dinner 
so  the  graduate  class  might  be 
represented  there. 

Second,  that  vault  of  money 
which  we  are  so  lavishly  spend- 
ing has  accumulated  because  of 
the  relatively  few  activities  held 
for  graduates  in  past  years.  The 


present  graduate  class  admini- 
stration is  responsible  for  the  only 
summer  activity  held  for  graduate 
students  (which  number  is  great- 
er in  the  summer  than  in  the 
winter)  which  we  can  remember. 
This  year,  we  plan  graduate  ac- 
tivities on  a larger  scale  because 
we  feel  that  the  money  paid  in 
by  each  student  shouldn’t  just 
sit  in  the  treasury  year  after 
year.  We  believe  that  most  mem- 
bers of  the  graduate  class  will 
be  appreciative  of  our  activities. 

Strangely  enough,  we  haven’t 
seen  Mr.j  Musick  at  any  of  our 
meetings,  so  he  couldn’t  possibly 
know  what  our  policies  are  (ex- 
cept maybe  through  a rumor).  We 
ask  him  to  come  down  and  visit 
us  so  that  he  can  get  any  kind 
of  idea  of  what  we  are  doing.  So 
far,  no  idea  has  led  only  to  neg- 
ative journalism.
